NOTHING BUT BLUFFS 


Are the Republican Offers of Bets—The 

4 Pads from Headquarters. 

‘ew York, November 3.—(Special. 
There is no change in the situation a 
reporting. The republicans feel confident 
and so do our fellows. I think we will lick 
them, but it’s not going to be an Austerlitz. 

There are people who base an opinion 
ou the opinions of sporting men. For the 
i@rmation of this class I wish to say that 
a little more stimulus was given to betting 
today, but still no very big wagers were 
made. A confident Cleveland man bet a 
Baltimore man $1,000 to $800 that the 
democrats would carry New York state. 
Lhe Baltimore sport put up a little more 
than most republicans have had the confi- 
dence to bet against Cleveland on the state 
result, for the ruling odds have been $1,000 
to $700 on this point. There is a great deal 
of democratic money ready at these figures, 
but no takers. 

The most remarkable feature of the 
present campaign is the almost total lack 
of small bets among the masses of people. 
What are called friendly bets are scarce. 
This is accounted for by the circumstance 
that there is less enthusiasm over the elec- 
tron in a spectacular way than heretofore. 
Parades and especially demonstrative torch- 
light parades are prolific of bets as a rule, 
according to old campaigners, and there 
have been none to speak of this year. 

Inside Facts on the Situation. 

Chairman Harrity received a letter today 
from Governor Gray, of Indiana, that as- 
sures the committee that the state will un- 
doubtedly go democratic. News received 
from West. Virginia is very. favorable to 
the democrats and there is now no doubt 
about the state. Connecticut is not so cer- 
tain. It is possible and very probable that 
the democrats will lose Connecticut. The 
republicans concede. New Jersey, and the 
betting tonight at the Hoffman house is 
two. to one in favor of Cleveland on New 
‘York. state. The: on thy-general-re-* 
sult has heretofore been even, but tonight 
bets were made of $1,000 to $900 in favor 
of Cleveland.

From Chairman Harrity. 

The following was issued from the demo- 
cratfe national headquarters tonight: 

“The froth and bubble of the republicans 
in betting, exploited Saturday and lasted 
until last night, was lost sight of completely 
today. The very shallow design was to of- 
fer very large bets in central places, when 
‘there would be no proposition to meet 
them, as bets for amounts up to $5,000 


have been freely offered by democrats on 
the general result every day for two wecks 
without takers, besides countless offers of 
two to one on New York. The democrats 
caught on today. This morning Comptroller 
Myers, of New York, was offered by a 
prominent republican—Mr. Comyns—$25,- 
000 on Harrison. Myers romptly re- 
sponded, producing five certified checks for 
$5,000 each. when Comyns said he was 
ouly joking. This evening at the Hoffman 
house, a man from Philadelphia entered 
the lobby and offered $45,000 to $50,000 
on the general result in favor of Harrison. 
Offers were at once made to divide the 
bet into separate ones of $5,000 even, but 
he refused. 

“Thirty minutes later Edward Murphy, 
chairman of the New York democratic 
state committee, appeared, hunting for the 
Philadelphian, and offering to take him 
without odds for $50,000 on Cleveland. 
The Philadelphian had disappeared and Mr. 
Murphy publicly registered the offer for 
takers, to stand till election day.

AROUND HIS NECK 


The Mob Put a Rope and Tried to Make 
Him Confess. 


LAWYER SLIGH 18 OU? OF TROUBLE, 


And the Cases Against Him Are All 
Cleared Up. 


TERRIBLE CASE OF YOUTHFUL DEPRAVITY 


A Six-Year-Old Boy Kills His Three-Yeary 
Old Sister—Highwaymen in Bome— 
A Killing at a Political Meeting. 


Raleigh, N. C., November 3.—(Special.)— 
News was today received that fifty masked 
men went to the jail in Allemance and 
took therefrom J. S. Sewell, the white 
man against whom the grand jury has re- 
turned a true bill for the murder of J. F. 
Matthews, a young merchant. 

Sewell was taken a mile away, a rope 
was placed around his neck, he was swung 
up, and a demand was made for what he 
knew as to the murder. 

A son ofthe jailer, a lad named Nichols, 
was at the jail. One of the mob first en- 
tered, telling Nichols he had a prisoner. 
When the door was opened others sprang 
in, and pistols were aimed at Nichols, while 
the jailer was held a prisoner in his room. 
Young Nichols was forced to accompany 
the mob and witness the proceedings but 
was made to swear he would not reveal 
what Sewell confessed. 

He was taken back to jail and out- 
side of it was placed in charge of young 
Nichols, and was then again fodged in. jail. 
The mob dispersed. None of. its members 
were identified. 

Charged with Wife Murder. 

At the request of T. O. Kelley, her 
father, the body of Mrs. Lorena Rich has 
been exhumed at Mount Olive, and an au- 
topsy made by the coroner in the presence 
of the jury. This revealed that her neck 
was broken in. two places, and that her 
skull was fractured. A telegram has been 
sent to South Carolina, ordering the arrest 
of W. C. Rich, the dead woman’s husband, 
on the charge of murder. Rich was charged 
with murder several weeks ago, but was 
acquitted “for lack of evidence.

In the case 
of obtaining names. on a note by false rep- 
resentations all parties agreed to settle it 
to this extent: That Sligh will give a new 
note and puy all costs. This disposes of all 
the charges against him.

The open letter to President Harrison 
from Rev. Andrew H. Chambers, one of 
the most prominent colored ministers in 
North Carolina, should be widely read, 
as it doubtless will be.

This colored minister, thoroughly famil- 
iar with the conditions that surround his 
race, and the political situation as it 
affects the colored voters of the south, | 
says to the president: 

I beg to point out to you the strong re- 
semblance between your words on fair elec- 
ticns in your letter of acceptance and the 
programme of deception, unintentional though 
it may be. But the resemblance is so mani- 
fest that when your attention is called to it, 
I am sure you will readily admit it, and what 
is more to the point, to tmmediately repudi- 
ate any ulterior purpose in recommending the 
passage of the unpatriotic and villainous 
Lodge-Davenport election bill, of an ill-starred 
and mobbish congress, or any bill of similar 
purpose, scope and character. If you value 
the rights of the states, the peace of all 
people and the safety and happiness of my 
race, you will grant this petition.

As president he selected 
southerners of character and standing in 
their homes, and he could not do this without 
selecting many men who served in the con- 
federate army, and who will never make

Virginia seceded. He very promptly resigned 
and started for his native state. In so doing 
he voluntarily surrendered bright prospects 
of advancement. He was popular in the army, 
and was met everywhere with expressions 
of regret, but with not one word of condemna- 
tion. He stood by his mother state. Among 
the friendly letters he received from his com- 
rades then was one from George B. McClel- 
land, afterwards General McClelland, in 
which the writer said that General Maury 
had simply done as he was doing, namely, 
stood by his native state.

The State Library. 

The governor has done wisely in réap- 
pointing Captain John Milledge as state 
librarian. Captain Milledge has brought 
to the discharge of his duties not only the 
decided literary taste which true book 
lovers possess, but the executive ability 
necessary to restore and improve the li- 
brary. 

The state library is an institution that 
ought to be carefully fostered and enlarg- 
ed.

“Intelligent Political Independence.” 

Awhile ago, some paragrapher made 
the remark that in all probability Colonel 
John A. Cockerill, editor of the two Ad- 
vertisers of New York, might have been a 
piney woods kuklux in Missouri in his 
younger days. 

A casual reference to this would-be hu- 
morous statement in The Constitution and 
in one of Mr. Clark Howell's Herald let- 
ters has given the gifted colonel an op- 
portunity to write a short autobiography 
of himself in his two Advertisers. It is 
not every man who is enabled to give the 
public a concise autobiography of himself 
for supper and a terse synopsis of the 
same for breakfast. 

The sketches are very interesting. We 
learn from them that the colonel was 
‘born in Ohio, that he served in the union 
army, and that “for ten years he has ex- 
ercised intelligent independence in polit- 
ical matters.” He makes no mention of 
the fact that the independent cable has 
recently, as it were, slipped from his grip, 
but such small admissions are to be look- 
ed for in a hastily prepared sketch. 

Nevertheless, the fact should be bome 
in mind that for a time during the past 
ten years, Colonel Cockerill was the real 
and responsible editor of The New York 
World, and that, under his management, 
The World was, as it has been since, a 
vigorous democratic partisan. At the 
present moment Colonel Cockerill is edit- 
ing two violent republican organs, and the 
question arises, if he was exercising in- 
telligent political independence on the 
democratic World, is he now exercising 
it on his two republican organs? There

He rarely reads the newspapers, still 
more rarely the magazines, and therefore 
knows nothing about the matter. But, 
some time ago, he heard a man say that 
Boston is “a deucedly unstimulating place 
for a literary man to live in.” Mr. Ap- 
thorp rather coincides in this opinion, 
and we judge he would vote for more 
stimulants for Boston. 

Miss Louise Imogen Guiney writes a 
truly literary letter, in which she talks 
about “the late contagion of theosophy 
and golden socialism.” Nevertheless, she 
thinks that Boston is going down hill 
after the manner of Florence. She 
doesn’t say, however, whether Florence 
went down hill sidewise, or slid down as 
the boys used to do at school. Mr. F. J. 
Stimson thinks that commercial narrow- 
ness has something to do with the predic- 
ament which Boston is supposed to be in. 
He says that “for thirty years our gov- 
ernment has been run to the injury of 
Boston’’—that is, to the literary prestige 
of Boston—and he says that the city is 
provincial. 

All this is very funny—for what could 
be funnier than the idea that Boston, or 
Billville, or White Plains, or Popcastile, 
or Kinderhook, has anything whatever to 
do with literary production? The corpor- 
ation of Boston used to be the center of 
our publishing trade. It is no longer so. 
It has given way before New York, just 
as New York in the course of another 
generation will give way to Chicago, 
which seems destined to be the real me- 
tropolis of the country.

Atlanta's Veteran” -Br-Judge Passes 
TRIBUTE OF THE BAR TO JUDGE COLLIER 


Seventy Years of His Long and Eventful 


Life Were Spent in this Locality. 
His Funeral Today. 


Yesterday morning just as the sun was 
rising, the spirit of Judge Collier was usher- 
ed into the light of a new day. 

Surrounded by the members of his family 
and a few intimate friends who were per- 
mitted to enter the room, the heart of the 
veteran ex-judge finished its long court. 

For hours before the end came the ap- 
proach of death was awaited in sorrowful 
eflenca, The physicians had offered no 
encouragement, and from the start had given 
the members of the family to understand 
that his death was only a question of a few 
short hours. 

Slowly the night wore away and the hours 

heavily across the hearts of the 
patient watchers-around his bedside. But 
just as the finger of the clock pointed to 
the hour of six the awful suspense was end- 
ed, and after a long and eventful life of 
nearly four score years, the old man slept 
peacefully as a little child. 

He never regained the possession of his 
faculties, and from the time he was first 
stricken until he entered the valley of the 
shadow of death, he was unable to recog- 
nize his friends. 

When it was first learned yesterday morn- 
ing that Judge Collier had been stricken with 
paralysis, and that fears were entertained 
of his recovery, a stream of callers began 
to pour into his gate and throughout the en- 
tire day the homestead was besieged with 
anxious enquirers. Many of them were old 
friends of Judge Collier and had seen him 
along the streets and been familiar with his 
face for more than forty years. When 
they receive@ the tidings that the judge was 
slowly dying they turned away from the 
door with a sad look atid passed out of the 
gate as if a great shadow had fallen across 
their hearts, and a soug had gone from out 
their lives. : 

No man in Fulton county was more uni- 
versally beloved than Judge Collier. From 
boyhood he had lived among the hills where 
now the city of Atlanta stands, and many 
a time he had gathered hickory nuts along 
her avenues und among the groves where 
she now displays her civie beauty. 

Seventy years in one place is a long period 
of time and it seems a great deal longer 
when measured by the wonderful events 
that have come to light within that interval 
of time. He came to this section long be- 
fore Atlanta was dreamed about—in the 
stirring days of the Cherokee Indians—and 
here he lived in the woods and grew up to 
be a man before Atlanta was ever cradled 
among the pines, And Yet today she 
stretches out like a giant and bids fair to 
outstrip the other cities that were given 
the start of a century. 

During that long stretch of eventful histo- 
ry Judge Collier was not idle and his rela- 
tionship with man increased his personal 
friendships and gave him ‘an intimate ac- 
quaintange throughout the section.. 

Judge Collier was the father of eight 
children—five sons and three daughters, as

LOCATED AT CHATTANOOGA TENN. 


A Fiendish Murder, and a Day of Blood 
Recalled by the Arrest ofthe Noted 
Murderer. 


Atlantians still remember with a thrill of 
horror a Fourth of July about four years 
ago when a drunken mob of negroes terror- 
ized the town of Decatur and precipitated a 
bloody riot in which death and desperate 
wounds figured. 

Besides the killing of two negroes in the 
general riot, Marshal Hurst, as courageous 
& man as ever wore an officer’s badge, was 


| shot to death. 


It was a day never to be forgotten in 
Decatur’s history. The negroes of De- 
Kalb and surrounding counties had gathered 
to participate in a negro celebration. Many 
negroes went down from Atlanta, and De- 
catur was crowded with negroes for the 
day. 

Although the celebration was of a Sunday 
school character whisky was one of the 
chief factors in it, and before the afternoon 
came many of the negroes were drunk. 

A disturbance was raised _under the bush 
arbor where the celebration Was in progress, 
and the town authorities were sent for to 
stop’ it. They tried to stop the noise under 
the arbor, but their efforts at settlement 
only added fuel to the fire. A general 
melee was precipitated, and when the 
ofticers attempted to arrest the noisy negroes 
pistols were drawn, but the negroes were 
finally arrested. 

On the way to the calaboose the negroes 
swore they would not be locked up, and 
friends of theirs in the crowd ran up to 
secure their release. It was then that the 
first blood was shed. In the general shoot- 
ing that ensued two negroes were killed and 
two or three wounded. Citizens of Deca- 
tur assisted the marshal, and when it look- 
ed as if he would prove victor a tall, yellow 
negro, of powerful build and with a drawn 
revolver in his hand, rushed up swearing 
and threatening. 

It was Brack Pritchett, a noted despera- 
do, who was more than once a murderer, 
and those who saw him coming, pistol in 
hand, knew there would be bloodshed. He 
ran toward Marshal Hurst and raising his 
revolver firad three times. 

The marshal dropped in his tracks, and 
Pritchett, seeing that he was fatally hurt, 
ran off and escaped. Marshal Hurst died 
from his wounds, and the indignation of 
the citizens of Decatur at the brutal mur- 
der rose to the highest pitch. They organ- 
ized searching parties to capture the mur- 
derer, and woods, and swamps, and vacant 
houses and every place where a fugutive 
would be likely to hide were searched. 

But Pritchett exercised his usual 
shrewdness in covering his tracks after 
shooting Marshal Hurst, and although fre- 
quently hard pressed by his pursuers, al- 
ways succeeded in evading capture. Once 


| or twice the officers in their search came 


almost face to face with the murderer, as 
they afterwards learned. 

When it became evident that Pritchett 
had escaped from Dekalb county the citi- 
zens of Decatur made up#@ reward of $100, 
Which they offered fer the capture of the 
mur rex.-To this Governor Gordon add- 
ed $200; and the stimulus of a three-hun- 
dred-dollar reward was offered the search- 
ers after Pritchett. 

For many months the search went on. 
The crime was of such a brutal, fiendish 
character that the people of Georgia felt 
that it should be avenged. So it was that 
officers in every county in Georgia were 
on the alert watching for the slayer of 
Marshal Hurst. Even to this day the 
search has gone on. The murderous deed 
is still uresh in the public mind, and the 
feeling that such a crime should not go un- 
punished is none the less diminished. 

Yesterday Chief of Police Connolly re- 
ceived a telegram from the sheriff of Ham- 
ilton county in which Chattanooga is lo- 
cated. The telegram asks the amount of 
the reward offered for the murderer, and 
states that he is located in Unattanooga. 

Chief Connolly wired Mr. Johnson, the 
officer who telegraphed him, last night 
stating the amount of the reward offered 
and asking that he communicate with the 
sheriff of DeKalb county. 

After all Brack Pritchett will be return- 
= to DeKalb county, where justice awaits
